In the event that a proposed plan of 
a student manager or committee of the 
Council is unwise in his estimation, it 
will be his duty to veto the plan tem- 
porarily. It shall be the duty of the 
D. of S. A. to place the matter before 
the body to which that manager or 
committee Is responsible at the next 
regular meeting of said body. If, then, 
that body does not by official action 
remedy tne matter to the satisfaction 
of the D. of S, A., he may present the 
case to the President’s Council for final 
action. 

Each body herein mentioned shall 
commission the student managers un- 
der its control with definite ana specific 
instructions. 

The D. of S. A., in addition to his 
duties as coordinator between the 
Council and the board, shall be the ex- 
ecutive officer of the Athletic Associa- 
tion.
